' “It is alrendy time for. universal disarmament,” 
said M. Molotov, and,, urged that the General 
Assembly recommend that the Security Council find 
‘a means for gencral disarmament and that.all United 
Nations governments should co-operate in disarma-

Mr Michacl Foot (Labour), another 
journalist, said that so fer os he 
knew no member of this Government 
had ever questioned - the «right of 
newspapers to criticise, complain 
and attack, He sald the press lords’ 
theory was that If they attacked 
Ministers they were upholding the 
indefensible rights of Englishmen, 
but if Ministers attacked the press 
lords they were attempting to In- 
troduce totalitarian scheme inte 
Britaln. Mr Foot avieged that, Lord 
Kemstey’s newspapers distorled news 
and suppressed evidence and were. 
used as vehicles for expressing 
politidal opinions of Lord Kemaley. 


Distortion of News 

He was not denying Lord Kemsley's 
right if he wished to distort news. 
“What I do deny is the right to dis- 
‘tort news not only in London but 
In Aberdeen, Cardiff, Bristol and 
elsewhere, I think It (-vould be 
possible to have a jaw which would 
prevent Lord Kemsley from having 
a chain of newspapers in which he 
could distort news, 

Mr Foot sald the main purpose‘of 
the Commission should be to break 
up newspaper chains, He asked 
what would happen to the Man- 
chester Guardian, which ‘many 
People considered the finest news- 
paper in the country, If the Man- 
chester Evening News, upon which 
it was- partly dependent, was forced 
to ‘fight a paper started: by a huge 
combine in Manchester, ‘The Mun- 
chester Evening News would

Mr Foot thought there had been a 
serious. decline in the quallty of 
British journalism in the past 40 
years, which he attributed to tho 
decline in the power of editors and 
encroachment of proprietors. That 
change, he said, reflected a trend 
which was not insignificant, 
Importance..wWas. 50 ;great that some 
papers, Including The Times, Man 
chester Guardian, Yorkshire Post and 
Economst, had adopted a new system 
of proprictorship which protected the 
‘nuthority of the editor and prevented 
possibilities of amalgamation. é 

8 Monopolies . 

Sir Maxwell kyfe, Conservative, 
speuking for the Oppoaltion, dealt 
with monopolics,,and sald: “How can 
you really say!:thit the public are 
really concerned “wher the remedy 
is in their hands to buy clsewhere.
